THE PRICE OF COAL. . 


A Report that a Combination Will Increase 
the Cost—A Denial from Pittsburg. 

New Tonk. Nov. 30.—The Herald this morn- 
ing prints the following: 

There is to be an advance of W to 90 per cent in 
the price of bituminous coal. Every railroad and 
every manufacturer in the country will be af- 
fected by this gigantic scheme, meaning, as it 
does, an advance of 60 cents per ton in the price 
of all the soft coal hereafter to be used in every 
furnace and engine in the United States. There 
are to be two new pools controlling the so‘t-coal 
— One, the Ohio pool, Ras just been 

ormed. It will direct absolutely the output 
from the t coal fields of Ohio. The syndi- 
cate consists of the four coal-¢arrying railroads 
which control the transportation from that sec- 
tion—the Hocking Valley Railroad, the Wheel- 
ing. & Lake Erie Railroad, the Toledo 
& Ohio Centra! Railroad, and the Pan-Handle Di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania system. These four 
companies are named in the order of their im- 
— us Coal-carriers. Being in a position to 
ctate, they ealled the big coal operators to- 
~~ last week and formed a combination. 
ach of the companies has fixed upon the 
amount of coal which it estimates the market 
will stand, and the operators along its line have 
been notified that they must agree among them- 
selves as to the relative percentages of the total 
allotment allowed by the companies, for so 
Strict have the railroads been in fixing the allot- 
ments and amounts which each operator can be 
— to mine that 1 must prove 
ow much coal they can sell by exhibiting their 
order books and their contracts. The headquar- 
ters of the Ohio pool is in Columbus, O. All the 
details of the program have been arranged. and 
the first advance of 80 cents per ton has already 
been made. 

The other soft-coal pool is known as the Buf- 
falo pool. It consists of the three railroads 
which, like those in Ohio, control all the product 
which comes to Buffalo for a market—the 
Rochester & Pittsburg Railroad, the Buffalo, 
New York & Philadelphia Railroad, and the Erie 
Railroad. They are named in the order of their 
importance as coal-carriers. They bring the 
ine d from the Western Pennsylvania coal-Helds. 

his pool is not so far advanced as the Western 
pool, and the advances in freights and in the cost 
of coal have not yet been made, 

[Charles R. Abbott, the Chi¢ago agent of the 
Columbus & Hocking Valley Coal & Iron Com- 

any, when seen by a TRIBUNE reporter yester- 

ay, declared that the statement in a New York 
dispatch that a combination had been formed be- 
tween the four great coal-carrying railroads and 
the Hocking operators to restrict the output and 
advance the price of soft coal had not a vestige 
of truth init. The coal-owners of Ohio had cer- 
tainly formed a pool, but it did not in any way 
take in the railway companies. The price of 
Hocking coal at the mine would be advanced 2 
cents Dec. 1, which would make it $8.20 a ton, or 
ust double the cost of mining. The object of 

o operators in making the advance was simply 
to get a little more than cost for their coal.]} 

PirTspurG, Pa., Nov. 30.—(Special.}|—The 
statement of one of the New York papers this 
morning to the effect that there is to be an im- 
mediate advance of from 25 to 80 per cent in 
bituminous coal is denied by all the promi- 
nent operators in Western Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. V. B. Brooks, one of the heaviest oper- 
ators in the Hocking Valley, said today there 
was no truth in the story. They bad been 
trying for some time to raise the price from 
10 to 12% cents per ton, but nad failed. A 
pool to advance rates was impossible in the 
present condition of trade. President Mo- 
Orickert of the Fort Pitt Coal Company said: 

There is not one word of trutn in the report so 
far as a, advance in the price of soft coal is con- 
cerned. If any one wants to anticipate the rise 
ican find him all the coal he wants at the old 
figures.

TROUBLE WITH A SEWER-BUILDER. 


The Town of Lake Officers Meditating on a 
Bl for Extras. 

The officials of the Town of Lake are think- 
ing bow much they ought to allow Michael 
O'Brien, an Ashland avenue sewer contractor, 
on his bill of *“‘extras"’ amounting to $8,315. 
The people living in the vicinity of Ashiand 
avenue, between Thirty-ninth and Fifth-fifth 
streets, bave tor years wanted sewers. In 1884 
the Gabanh. administration decided to 
improve that -.sechon, and accordingly 
levied an assessment of $82,000 to 
cover the work. Proposals for the 
work were opened by tie present bosrd 
some months ago. Tne bidders numbered 
eight and their prices ranged from that of 
Michael O'Brien, $39,762, vo that of Pbil Kelly. 


$60,470. The contract was let to O’Brien. He 
had not been at the work long when it became 
noised about that he was substituting kiln-rua 
for bard-burned sewer brick. Engineer Pur 
inton of the Town of Lake visited the work, 
and yesterday stated that he had chopped out 
the soft brick with abatch@t and compelled 
O’Brien torebuild the damaged portion. He 
also said that de was compelied to put a sec- 
ond inspector over the work. 

The work is now cowpleted, and whether it 
will stand what is rightfully expected of it 
time only will determine. board will to- 
day consider O’Brien’s bills for extras, 
amounting to $8,315, of which Engineer Purin- 
ton allows $1,546. A few of the extras are 
as follows: 


Removing 223 bowlders, 810 each, $2,230; en- 
gineer’s allowance, $3 each, 8669. 

One hundred and forty-one extra catch-basins 
— 1 at $3 each, $423; engineer's allowance, $i 
each, . 

Removing hardpan and slate, 1,860 feet, $1 per 
foot, claim, $1,860; allowed, $827. 

From 100 feet north of Forty-third to 100 feet 
south of Forty-seventh street, because of close 
proximity to water-pipe, and unseen by engineer, 
making continual sliding and caving of bank of 
sewer, claim, $2,860; allowed, $1,000. 


LOCKED HIS CREDITORS IN. 


Carter Cotton Supposed to Have Absconded 
Leaving Heavy Debts. 
Denver, Colo., Nov. 30.— A Denver paper 
in speaking of the reported absconding of 
Carter Cotton says: 


Rumors became current upon the streets late 
last night that F. L. Carter Qotton, Manager of 
the North Poudre Land & Canal Company, and 
also an extensive real estate operator at Fort 
Collins, had absconded and left creditors to whom 
he owed large amounts. A statement of the 
facts as learned from a man of high 
stauding in financial cireles in Northen 
Colorado, and who is in position to know, is that 
for some weeks Mr. Carter Cotton's numerous 
creditors have been becoming uneasy, and were 
suspicious of his movements and transactions. A 
week ago Thursday a numberof them corralled 
him m his office, After some talk Mr. Carter 
Cotton made a pretext to go out, locked his 
creditors in, and has not since been seen 
in or about Fort Collins. The creditors got out 
by climbing over the transom. How Carter Cot- 
ton got away is not known. Mr. Carter Cotton 
issued bonds on the North Poudre Canal Com- 

any and 10,000 acres of land to the amount of 
150,000. The Travelers’ Insurance Company 
took $50,000. These bonds and the other $100,000 
are held by various New Engiand parties. In 
addition he has borrowed on the stock of the 
canal company $35,000, He has also negotiated 
for them upwards of $0,000 on real-estate 
mortgages. He also secured about 228.000 on 
land contracts from Hayden & Dickinson of this 
city. In addition he has nearly $50,000 miscel- 
laneous debts. It is also stated that he had 
similar advances on contracts from an English 
company, but how much cannot be learned. Al- 
together his indebtedness has been figured up by 
Fort Collins bankers at $305,000. The 
Travelers’ Insurance Company, Hayden 
& Dickinson, and representative parties, 
holding a claim for 6100, 000 in the East, claim 
that y are fully secured by first-mortgage 
bonds on the canal and land company. 

It is the opinion among a few that Carter 
Colton has not absconded, but has gone on a tri 
to Europe or Mexico, and will return shortly and 
square up all claims against him. 


An Interesting Damage Suit. 

LA Crossn, Wis., Nov. 30.—(Special.|—The 
case of Marcus Anderson against John v. Far- 
well and others for damages amounting to 
$25,000 for the alleged illegal closing of nis 
dry-goods bus:ness was called in the Circuit 
Court this mornimg and continued by the 
plaintiff, with leave to file an amended com- 
plaint. Anderson owed Stoan, Farwell, Remy, 
and others for goods, and, being pressed for 
payment, gave the defendants’ attorneys judg- 
ment notes for the amount. Fearing Anderson 
was about to fail judgments were entered on 
the notes they became due, and the 
stock was attached, and Anderson’s business 
was practicaily wound up. In the litigation 
which followed the Supreme Court held that 
the proceedings were legal, and that the

IN THE SECRET SERVICE.

COUNTERFEITERS DO NOT HAVE EV- 
ERYTHING THEIR OWN WAY. 


— — 


The Amount of Bogus Currency in Circula- 
tion Comparatively Small—The Clever- 
mess of an Artist—A Patent and a Law- 
suit—Consul-General Waller Denies a 
Story from England—The Decrease in 
the Public Debt. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 30.—([Special. |— 
Chief Brooks of the secret service has com- 
pleted his annual report. It has many points 
of interest showing that the service bas more 
than kept pace with tne ever-active counter- 
feiters. The last year, the report says, bas 
been rather prolificf in counterfeits on both 
the notes and coins of the United States and 
foreign countries. A counterfeit $20 silver 
certificate of the series of 1880 appeared in the 
South, but the work was so poor that before 
damage was done the counterfeiter was se- 
cured, together with his notes and piates. He 
was sent to the penitentiary, Next appeared 
a photographie counterfeit on the $5 
issue of the First National Bank of 
New Bedford, Mass. Only one note was 
seen, and iis appearance forbids the 
probability of ite deceiving any one. Follow- 
ing closely upon this appeared counterfeit $2 
and $5 United States Treasury notes ef the 
series of 1880. These evidentiy were the work 
of one party, and there is reason for believing 
they were of foreign origin or were executed 
in ghis country by persons not native to it. 
The style of work was so different and its 
character so inferior to that of the bureau 
whence emanate the genuine issues of the 
Government that nearly all attempts at pase- 
ing them were met by instaat detection. The 
notes were found exclusively in the bands of 
Italians. Contemporaneous with the forego- 
Ing there appeared a false note alleged to be a 
$5 issue of the Central National Bank of Nor- 
walk, Conn. The charter number, the 
seal, and the back of the note pore 
no resemblance to the genuine is- 


sues of this bank, yet the whole note 
was executed with skill, and its appearance 
was very deceptive. At present writing eit 
months have elapsed and not more than two 
of these notes bave been detected. In Canada 
attempts were made to float photographic 
counterfelt notes on the $20 iseues of the Na- 
tional Mohawk Valley Bank of Mobawk, N. ., 
but the counterfeiters were arrested before a 
note reached the public. ‘The parties have 
been convicted of the offense and are now 
waiting sentence. Several well executed 
counterfeits of the quarter-eagle $5 gold coin 
have appeared of different dates, hay an 
alloy of metal of about 80 per cent less their 
goid value. Ot the numerous counterfeits of 
the silver coins which have appeared during 
the year none can be classed as dangerous. 
Attention is again called by Chief Brooks to 
tne decreasing circulation of counterfeit 
United States Treasury and National bank- 
notes. The industry and skill of tue secret- 
service agents during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1886, operating upon ali sources open 
to them, enabled these agents to secure of this 
class of counterfeit notes less than $6,000 in 
face value. This trivial amount is looked upon 
as strong proof of the small circuiation of this 
kind of faise money. The arrests made dur- 
ing the year were 433, and of these persons 
thirty-ofie bad been previously arrested for 
offenses similar to those charged against them. 
A very large proportion of the arrests was tor 
passing Or attempting to pass counterfeit 
coins. Thetotal of the paper money offenses 
The nativity of the 
offenders was as follows: America, 820; 
Italy, 52; Germany, 12; Ireland, 5; France, 4; 
Greece, 4; England, 3; China, 1; miscellane- 
ous or unknown, 32. The large number of Ital- 
jans arrested calls for special comment, they 
outnumbering the aggregate of all the other 
foreign nadonalities, though, accordimg to the 
last census, out ot every 150 of the toreign- 
born popuiation but one is Italian. These 
counterfeiters are usually classed as Sicilians, 
and are organized for offense and defense, with 
sources Of supply at evidently distant pointe. 
It is believed that the disasters of the last year 
will greatly reduce their disposition and ca- 
pacity for making or handling faise money. 
Among the captures for counterfeiting in the 
United States the oblications of foreign Gov- 
ernments have been the two brothers, Lu- 
dien A. and Joseph H. White, charged 
with counterfeiting the currency of the 
Empire of Brazil. The plates were captured 
along with notes to the face value of $342,692. 
There were also arrested Komon Arjara and 
Rafael de Goicheca, natives of the United 
States of Colombia, charged with countertfeit- 
ing the State of Bolivar notes. These notes 
to the face value of $200,670 wore captured. 
The foreign cases have not yet been brought 
to trial. Chief Brooks’ recommendations for 
legisiation by Congress are as follows: First, 
probibiting the making except by competent 
authority any die or mold by which may be 
struck or cast in metal or any material the 
similitude or likeness of the obverse or re 
verse side of coins current in the 
United States. The absence of such 
a law ie an encouragement to counterfeiting 
and frequentiy defeats justice: second, the 
better protection of the subsidiary coins and 
silver dollars of the United States from muti- 
lation§ which cannot be denominated * fraud- 
ulent (the only mutilation forbidden by 
statue, such, for instance, as a merchant 
stamping bis address on a coin or even label- 
ing coins 80 as to bide the face and temporarily 
suspend resonance. The Government sbieids 
its paper currency in this regard—to protect 
its coin is no less important; third and most 
necessary, to develop a high state of ef- 
ficiency in thefsecret-service agents’ rendering 
valuable services to the Government—a cbange 
in the language of the statute defining the sub- 
jects upon which the money appropriated by 
Congress to sustain the operations of the 
Secret-Service Bureau is to be ex- 
pended. It is desired to change 
the law so it will read: “And other felonies 
committed against the laws of the United 
States relating to claims, pay, and bounty, the 
expense for the detection of which is not 
otherwise provided.” Such an amendment 
would enable the secret service frequentiy to 
render important assistance promptiy and at 
little or no expense to officiais in critical 
emergencies. 

Officers of the secret service recently seized 
a fac-simile painting of a $5 United States note 
as beme a violation of the laws agaiast coun- 
terteiting. The painting was on a wooden 
block. and was so well done that it looked as 
though the note was lying on the wood and 
could easily be removed, The Chief of the 
Secret-Service Division thought that the paint- 
ing should be destroyed. The artist, however, 
protested against this as unjust. He repre- 
sented that the paintmg war a work of art, 
and was worth about $500. Some of the 
Treasury oOfficiais are ot opinion that the artist 
is right. The question has been referred to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury. It is under- 
stood that a num er of these paintings are in 
existence, c 

A Patent and a Lawsuit. 

Today Mr. W. A. Cook, for George W. 
Cothraa of Chicago, Jonn M. Wiley of Hast 
Aurora, N. Y., and Loren B. Sessions of 
Panama, N. F., filed a bill in equity against 
F. H. Brown of this city to restrain the latter 
from disposing of a patent and to compel bim 
to carry out a contract. The bill states that 
May 4 last a patent wa issued to defendant for 
an improvement in magneto-teiepbonic ap- 
paratus: that, detendant being desirous of dis- 
posing of said patent and to create @ corpora- 
tion for this purpose, the first-named 
plaintiff, for himself and associates, made 
a contract with him and subsequently sent 
him a paper tor subecription to stock of the 
Brown Magnetio-Telephone Company. They 
aver that Brown deciined to sign for the stock, 
thereby refusing to aid and assist in the forma- 
tion of the corporation, and they charge that 
the purpose of defendant is to abandor the 
agreement, and that his conduct has been 
actuated by arrangements made with other 
parties who have induced him to believe that 
he can make a different contract more profita- 
bie to himself. 

Mr. Waller Denies It. 

United States Consul-General Waller bas re- 
ported to the Department of State the results 
of bis tour of inspection of tae American 
Consulates in Great Britam. The Consul- 
General refers to the publication in 1 New 
York paper of recent date of an article in 
which rt ts alleged that an American Consul in

A THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


COLVIN’S ORDINANCE TO DOUBLE THE 
SALOON LICENSES. 


A Democratic Trick to Win Back the Sa. 
loonkeepers and Help the Party at the 
Spring Election—A Cunning Attempt te 
Raise the Liquor Issue Again and Put 
the Republicans in a False Position—The 
Sixteenth Ward Saloonmen Marvel at 
Colvin’s Cheek. | 

The belief 1s general among the members of 
the City Council and among all who know the 
man that Ald. Colvin bad some ulterior object 
in introducing the ordinance last Monday night 
to raise the saloon licenses from $500 
to $1,000. Tne well-founded opinion of 
sharp-eyed politicians is that it was not 
intended to serve the purposes of any 
individual politician, but that the intention 
was to place the Repuviican Councilmen oa 
record for next spring as a party, so as to beip 
the Democrats and restore to them the saloon 
vote and give them a chance to elect a Mayor. 

This vote at the last election went over in part 

to the Labor party, perhaos for the reason 

that the Democratic Campaign Committee 
took Cullerton’s advice and made a campaign 
without money, at least as far as the saloons are 
concerned. Meetings were not heid in saloons, 
and only a few of the candidates made a saloon 
canvass. The consequence was that the saloop- 
keepers worked for the Labor party where 
they thought they could get votes away from 
the Democrats without danger of electing any- 
body they did not want. Part of the German 
vote, too, was cast for the Republican ticket. 

It must have been noticed that tne gang Alder- 

men who voted for the suspension of the rules 

to pass the ordinance hold their seats till a 

year from April. Nothing they can do can 

hurt them next spring. So their pian, which, 
it is asserted, was agreed on in caucus, was to 
pass the ordinance, let Harrison veto it, and 
then try to raise a liquor issue to belp the. 
party in the spring cilection. The cry would 
be that a Republican Council bad declared war 
on the saloonkeepers and that it was Harrison, 
the Democrat, who bad saved them from ruin. 

The gang men see plainly that unless they get 

up some such cry it will be impossible for 

them to win in the spring, especially with the 

Labor party in the field. With a burrah over 

high license they bave some hope of getting 

the runaway saloonkeepers back. It is in- 
cidentaliy the intention to benefit Harrison if 
he wants to run in the spring. Hence, by pre- 
arrangement, he was to be given a chance to 

veto the ordinance. j 

Looking to the immediate future the ordi- 
nance is intended to assist tho gang in their 
fight in the County Board. It is thought that 
the prospect of a double license to be imposed 
by a Republican Council wili have its 
upon Commissioner Fortune, the brewer.

Shipley, Doisy & Co. of Cincinnati Go to 
the Wall—Other Failures. 

Cinomwatt, O., Nov. 30.—[Speciai.]—At 11 
o clock this morning the attorney for Shipiey, 
Doisy 4 Co., a heavy dry;-goods firm, filed 
papers of essignmernt with the Clerk of the 
Probate Court, witu Samuel C. Tatham as 
assignec. The latter gave bond in 8800, 000, 
which fact in law fixes assets at $400,000. The 
HNabilities are estimated at $750,000. At the 
game time Murray Shipley, senior member of 
the frm, made an individual assignment, 
stating his liabilities to be $25,000. ‘[bis is de- 
Heved to be amply provided for, as a recent 

blished statement credited him with 

in reality, but burdened with 
amortgage of $385,000. The firm's creditors 
number about 200. and are located mostly in 
New York and the East. Nearly every big 
commission house in New York may be count- 
ed n victim.

The litigation growing out of the marriage of 
William D. MeKeever and Marian Loveridge 
of Orange, N. J., dy the Kev. Theodore C. 
Williams of All-Souls’ Unitarian Church in 
this city, Nov. 22, assumed definit form today. 
A law firm retained by Daniel McKeever, 
father of the young groom, to annul che mar- 
riage on legal grounds presented the first pa- 
pers in the proceeding to Judge Van Brant in 
Supreme Court, Chambers. They are in the 
nature of a petition to have Daniel McKeever 
appointed guardian ad litem—a necessary for- 
mality before beginuing the acuon proper.

| FATE OF A BOARD OF TRADE PLUNGER. 


A Million Bushels Too Much—End of the 
“Syndicate A Scheme. 

As announced in Tae Tarsune of yesterday 
Fred A. Hill, the plunger of the Boari of 
Trade, was completely snowed under by the 
sharp advance in wheat Monday. Announce- 
ment was made at the opening of the board 
that his wheat would have to be 


|} bought in for him. <As nobody knew 


how much be was short the announcement 
created considerable excitement. Later in the 
day attachments and garnishees were sued 
out against bim and the fact that little or no 
property could be found mereased the inter- 
est in the situation.. They were in favor of 
Edward M. Field for $735; N. 8.

Robert Lindblom, $1,281; Fraley-Carter Oom- 
mission Company, $318; Abram Pool, $1,000;

Hull said yesterday morning that he was 
busy settling up his books and until all bis 
trades were closed he could not tell much 
about the condition of bis affairs.

t wrong side of the market, but just how much 


dia not know. He could not tell how much 
money be was out, as it depended on the state 
of the market at the time the deals wore 
closed. He would bare come out in 
better shape had be bad time to even 
up what favorable deals he had Monday 
night and Tuesday morning. It was the 
general opinion on ‘Change that Hill was short 
from 700,000 to 1,000,000 bushels. While this 
daring and reckless * plunging” has been re- 
garaed with distrust by a creat many, it seems 
that at least half and possibly seven out of ten 
traders found themselves caught for large or 
small amounts when the crash came. One 
trader said that out of twenty-three men on 
the curb Monday afternoon all but three were 
interested, and that the smallest amount was 
$800. Poole, Sherman & Co. were stuck for 
40,000 bushels. Hill bas been a promiment 
feature of the pit for the last three or four 
months. Day after day he has sold right and 
left, and sold all that de could get 
teken off his hands. So traders would 
buy, the size of the lots made 
no difference whatever to bim, a million bush- 
eis apparently causing him no more con- 
cern than 580,000. Conservative members 
refused to trade with bim to apy large amount, 
and now that be is down it would appear that 
everybody had been aware that be was trad- 
ing On an extremely small capital when the 
magnitude of his operations were considered. 
He began about two years ago and for a long 
time staid among “the thousand bushel lot. 
He made some money and gradually increased 
the scaie of his operations until he came to be 
noted for bis wild and reckiess trading. He 
made considerable money during the de- 
ohne of tis fall, and his pile“ 
was variously estimated from $15,000 
to $30,000. An evening penny paper recentiy 
“wrote him up” and stated that be had a 
bank deposit of $200,000. It has been notice- 
abie that since the publication of the article 
he has traded heavier than ever. Conserva- 
tive traders claim to have expected the ool- 
lapse, and express astonishment that he was 
able to keep on his feet as long as he did. It 
was his custom to protect his floor trades by 
heavy investments in puts and calls,“ 
and their recent abolishment greatly increased 
bis risk and had much to do with his tumble. 

Hill entered the office of Armour & Co. 
when a boy. He was bright and was steadily 
promoted, being finally sent out upon the road 
for the house. He was steady and economical, 
and saved up enough to enter the Board 
two years ago. Careful at first he seemed later 
on to have become practically a monomaniac 
on the subject of speculation, for which he had 
always a turn. Business acquaintances, when 
told that there was great difficulty in disecov- 
ering any assets, smiled and remarked that 
Hill was smart enough to keep what he bad. 

What is known as the Dickinson case, which 
has been hanging tor some weeks in the di- 
rectory of the Board of Trade, was ended yes- 
terday by the suspension of W. P. Dickinson 
for eight weeks by a vote of 9 to 8. The special 
committee to investigate the *'Syndicate A 
scheme of Myers, Ray & Co. reported that A. 
C. Ray, who was the only member of the board 
in the firm, had agreed to withdraw bis cir- 
culers and suspend all operations in form- 
img a syndicate of granger speculators 
if the proceedings against bim were dropped. 
This was acceded to, and what was promised 
in the circulars of this firm to be one of the 
greatest money-making schemes ever put for- 
ward on the board came to an ingiorious end. 

The announcement was made on the board 
yesterday morning that H. S. Poole & Co. bad 
suspended payment. Inquiry showed that the 
failure was not particularily serious, and that 
not more than $3,000 was involved. The firm 
gives siowness of remittances from country 
customers and excessive calls for margins as 
the cause of collapse. It expected to be able 
to resume business within a month. 


AN URGENT APPEAL FOR HELP. . 


The General Board Kulghts of Labor Assesses 
the Order. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 30.—/Special.|—A 
few days ago a most significant anc important 
secret circular was issued by the genera! offi- 
cers of the Knights of Labor to the local as- 
semblies of the order througbout the couatry, 
numbering in all upwards of 1,000, requiring a 
* special defense assessment of 25 cents from 
each member. Considering the fact that these 
1,000 local assemblies contain a membership 
of over 1,000,000, it will be seen that the 


amount to be raised will be nearly $300,000. 
The circular is addressed to all the subord:- 
nate assemblies of the order, is dated Noy. 19, 
and says: 


Previous to the session of the General Assem- 
Dix at Richmond an appeal was issued to the 
order for funds to assist locked-out members. 
The response to that appeal—#i14,000—was not 
such as it should have been. This, it is manifest 
to every member, was entirely insufficient to 
render the assistance needed. Many thousand 
members were thrown upon our hands by locir- 
outs of the employers, who acted in concert with 
the avowed purpose of driving their employés 
out of the order, thereby crippling if net destroy- 
2 7 power and usefulness. 

The order of the Knights of Labor has reached 
the —_— critical perjod in its history. Without 
any vocation except the exercise of the inher- 
ent right of every free man to belong to any or- 
r- he pleases not in conflict with the 

aws of the country thousands of our members, 
men and women, without warning. have been 
thrown out ofemployment. They have gone to 
the door of the mill and factory and 
to the mouth of the mine, where but 
yesterday they were employed, only to find star- 
ing them in the face this unchristian and un- 
American mandate, “ You cannot return to work 
here until you si u contract to leave the 
Knights of Labor and that you will never become 
a member of that or any other labor organiza- 
tion.”

THE CONTEST IN INDIANA. 


ATTEMPT TO RESTRAIN COL, ROBERT- 
SON FROM TAKING HIS SEAT. 


Green Smith, President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate, Asks for an Injunction to Pre- 
vent the Republican Candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor from Taking His Seat— 
Result of the Recount— The Governor- 
Elect of South Carolina Inaugurated— 
Contest Against Glover. 

InpIANAPOLts, Ind., Nov. 30.—{Special. |—At 
a late hour this afternoon Senator Green Smith 
of Jennings County, who was elected President 
pro tem. by the Senate just prior to adjourn- 
ment in 1885, filed his bill in tie Orreuit Court 
asking an injunction. W. R. Meyers, Secre- 
tary of State is made defendant, and the act 
to be enjoined is bis certifying to the Speaker 
of the House the vote recently cast for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. The grounds upon which 
this is asked are the same that have been so 
often named—viz.: that the election was ille- 
gai, and that plaintiff is entitied to hold the 
position of acting Lieutenant-Governor by 
virtue of bfs election as President pro tempore. 
His attorneys are United States District- 
Attorney Turple and Jason B. . Brown. 
The bili will be opposed by the newly- 
elected Attorney-General Michener, ex-Sec- 
retary of the Republican State Central 
Committee, who will appear for the Secretary 
of State. Owing to the late hour at which the 
bill was filed no action has been taken on it, 
but Senator Smith says an effort will be made 
to get a decision as early as possible. it is 
claimed that chere is already a decision, made 
by one of the County Judges, denying a 6im- 
ilar injunction on the ground that there were 
no existing facts showing that a public official 
intended to do that which an injunction was 
asked agaist. Secretary Meyers said today 
that he did not see how he could transuit one 
set of election returns to the Speaker of the 
House—tfor instance, on the vote for Senator 
and Representatives—witnout the returns on 
the vote for the Lieutenant-Governor as well. 
There is much discussion among iawyers of 
the proceedings, and a number expressed 
themselves 38 strongly of the opinion that 
such an action could not be maintained. 


County-Auditor Freeman Declaved Elected. 

Vincennes, Ind., Nov. 30.—|Special. |—One 
of the contested elecuon cases was settled to- 
day in a hurry by the Knox County Board of 
Commissioners. It was that of Andrew Jack- 
son Jones against Job Freeman. The latter 
was elected Auditor in November over Peter 
R. MoCarthy by 250 majority. McCarthy had 
900 Democratic majority to go on, but Free- 
man, Republican, beat bim. The contest arose 
over Freeaan's American citizenship, and the 
allegations of plaintiff were that Freeman 
was born in England and was never 
naturalizea. The case was a peculiar 
as weil as an interesting one. The 
Board of Commissioners met this atternoon 
and evidence was produced showing that Free- 
man came tothis country when 6 years oid, aud 
that bis father was duly naturalized in, 1835 in 
Onio. The board decided in favor of Freeman. 
The plaintiff appealed the case to the Circuit 
Court. 

The Mackey contest came up Thursday and 
promises to be highly interesting. The evi- 
dence will be submitted to a court of inquiry 
consisting of two Justices of the Peace. 


The Indiana Lieutenant-Governorship. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. %0.—/|Special.)]— 
Since the Democratic Safety Committee an- 
nounced its determination to support J. Green 
Smith in bis claim that by virtue of an elec- 


tion as Preajdent pro tem. of the Senate be is 
entitled to the Lieutenunt-Govergor’s seat, 
and that Col. Robertson's right to the presid- 
ing officer's chair will be contested, nothing 
has been beard from that august body.

And as the Speaker of the 
House will undoubtedly declare Col. Robertson 
the leraliy-elected Lieutenant-Governor the 
Democrats will bave to resort to force and 
revolution to deprive him of the office. Smith, 
however, bemg a member of the legislative 
department, cannot discharge any of the 
functions of the executive, for there is no pro- 
Vision expressly in the Constitution to that 
effect. His election as President pro tempore 
of the Senate is for an occasion and the office 
is vacated when the occasion exvnires. He 
cannot be “Acting Lieutenant-Governor,” 
much less be “Acting Governor, towards 
which point. the entire. controversy is waged. 
Mr. Smith will have to content himself with 
being plain Senator Smith.

Gov. Richardson in His Inaugural Pleads for 
State Rights and a Lower Tariff. 
CoLumata, S. C., Nov. 30.— Special. |—Jobn 
Peter Richardson was inaugurated Governor 
of South Carolina today. Col. Richardson is 


the fifth member of his family who bas been 
called to the Gubernatorial chair by the peo- 
ple of this State. The impressive inaugural 
ceremonies took place in the opera-house be- 
fore an immense audience.

TOOK TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND. 


Defaleation of Howard Blackstone of the 
Portiand Bank. 

PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 30.—The directors 
of the Canal National Bank authorize the 
statement that Howard Blackstone, dis- 
count clerk, has embezzied funds of 
the bank to the amount of $25,000 
and abscended. It appears that Wednes- 
day last Blackstone obtained a vacation 
from the bank and proceeded to New York. 
From there he sent a letter to nis wife, dated 
Nov. 23, soit must have been written before 
he left Portiand, and he must have premedi- 
tated the step for some time, feeling his guilt 
could not longer be hidden. The letter stated 
the sad misfortune that had come upon 
them, but they must bear it as others bad be- 
fore them. He was a defaulter and exile. He 
had begun speculating in 1881, and for a time 
was very successful. Then the tide turned and 
he lost heavily and continuously. To retrieve 
bis losses he took the bauk’s money until 
his dealings aggregated $25,000. when he 
deemed it useless to go further and decided to 
abscond. In his letter he  iaclosed a 
deed of the bouse with the land he 
owned in Deering occupied by his fam- 
ily. He requested his wife to turn tbis 
deed over to the bank and inform we officers 
of bis crime. He made no mention of the 
method he pursued in stealing the money, and, 
as only small sums ever passed 
through his bands during the course of bus“ 
ness, the directors are unable to determine how 
he could bave secured so much. He fora 
brief period acted as cashier and paying teller 
and had charge of the ledger.

ENGLISH MAIL SERVICE. 


TROUBLE CAUSED BY THE EXPIRATION 
OF CONTRACTS. 


The Views of the Steamship Managers— 
Their Grievances Against the Govern- 
ment—What the Postal Authorities Say 
~The American System the Best—The 
Monopoly Formerly Enjoyed by the 
Steamship-Owners. 

Liverroot, Nov. 30.—[Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—I interviewed this 
afternoon representatives of the Cunard, 
White Star, and Guion Companies respecting 
the carriage of the American mails. The first 
two companies are acting in concert, but the 
Gulon Company is for itselt alone. Said one 
of the heads of the White Star Company: 
„The point upon which we broke with the 
Postmaster-General was the question of a tri- 
weekly service to New York, We offered 
service Thursday and Saturday to New York 
and Tuesday service to Boston. This was in 
the face of the opinion expressed in commer- 
cial circles that a Wednesday and Saturday 
service would suffice for ail purposes, and give 
a better service. We offered to reduce our 
former rate of 46 4d per pound to 3s 6d per 
pound, and no exception was taken to this by 
the Post-Office, but they wanted to stick to the 
tri-weekly service.“ 

“Is this an old or a new dispute?”’ 

“It i¢ quite a new dispute. It did not 
originate with us. In the first instance, it was 
suggested that the White Star Line would de- 
liver mails in New York earlier than by the 
Tuesday service; our boats are faster than the 
Inman boats. This would have been an 
advantage to the commerciai community, be 
cause the Wednesday service would have de- 
livered letters n New Vor in time to reply 
by the Cunard Saturday boats. The Govern- 
ment, it seems, made up its mind tosend the 
mali by Southampton.“ 

“Did Mr. Gladstone’s Postmaster-General 
originate th dispute?” 

„es, Lord Wolverton gave notice in the 
ordinary course to terminate the contract. 
This was undoubtedly accordmg to a prear- 
ranged policy of the post-office. Mr. Raikes, 
who succeeded Lord Wolverton, has bad to 
continue the policy of his predecessor. The 
post-office wanted to introduce the American 
system of monthly contracts. They have been 
aiming at this for some years. It was through 
their insufficient knowledge of the require- 
ments of our eflicient steamer service.“ 

„Wi there be ary saving to the post-office 
exchequer under the new arrangement?“ 

That is a matter which it would be difficult 
to compute. We think they will effect no sav- 
ing at all. Weoffered todo the service at a 
sum ranging from £1,200 to £15,000 ay 
and run our fast boats during the wi . 
which practically would have been increasing 
the efficiency of the service. Tue service 
would not have been less efficient under a b. 
weekly system. We argued it would have 
been more efficient, and the Liverpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce agreed with us.“ 

„ What did the post-office offer?" 

“They offered for vessels calling at Queens- 
town and waiting there for the mails three 
shillings per pound for letters and three ponoo 
per pound for printed matter, as against four 
shillings hitherto paid, For ships not cailme at 
Queenstown they offered the ordinary rate of 
one sbiliing and eight pence per pound for le- 
ters and three halt penoe per pound tor printed 
matter. Whatdol think is the difference in 
average speed of the Cunard over the Guion 
for Saturday? Well, that would be difficult to 
say, except, in the case of the Alaska and 
Arizona, it might run to three days. But let me 
say this: the contracting lines have frequeatiy 
run their fast steamers during the winter in 
order to conform with their contracts at an 
absolute logs, and it cannot be expected that 
they will continue this unless they have some 
compensating advantage, and that can only be 
given by their baving a contract throughout 
the year. The Nortun Germen Lioyds’ boats 
are very slightly quicker than the White Star, 
being newly built. But this slight difference 
is more than compensated for by the White 
Star boats calling at Queenstown.,”’ 

„ Ought not the Cunard and White Star 
steamers go to some port nearer London than 
Liverpool?” 

‘* Weill, no. Queenstown bas been demon- 
strated to be the very best point of departure 
for British maiis. It offers geographical ad- 
vantages that no other port in the United 
Kingdom can offer. Since 1880 the North Ger- 
man Lloyds have been able to take letters, f 
marked private ship, perfunda,’ etc., eo that 
London had its port of call always for the 
Thursday service if desired. We have 
been advertising for months past 
that letters marked for the Alssxka, 
Rome, to., would be dispatched by them. 
There is a very strong feeling against the 
mails being carried by foreign ships. The ves- 
sels of the Cunard and White Star Companies 
bave been constructed at an enormous expense 
to be of use to the Admiraity as transporte or 
armed cruisers in case of need, and they have 
been specially classified by the Admiralty as 
to fitness for such gurpose. They must have 
some recognition or, naturally enough, com- 
panies will cease to go to such expense in 
the construction ot vessels. The North 
German Ligqyds’ ships are subsidized 
to the extent of £22,000 per year 
for fifleen years, equal to a subsidy 
of £330,000, and the messageries maritimes 
receive 12,750,000 francs per annum. If these 
foreign ships are allowed to enter into con- 
petition with British companies as mail car- 
riers it means that the British companies 
must pass out of tne race, We have carried 
the mails fully ten years. Itis nonsense to 
talk about a monopoly. There is no such 
thing. Only the post-office itse:f is a gigantic 
monopoly, which will not brook competition 
from any quarter. There can be no monopoiy 
when any person can send his letters by anys 
steamer be selects by simply putting the name 
of the steamer in the superscription. 

“No; the White Star will make no appeal to 
Parliament, We should like to contempiate 
building new steamers, but how can we under 
the present ciroumstances? This week we 
have no vessel sailing to New York, and the 
crew is ashore doing nothing. If this policy 
is persiated in it means the beginning of a 
policy under which you will see the end at no 
distant date of the large passenger steamers 
between Liverpool and America. It is a very 
poor reward for the heavy sums we bave spent 
in building boats to meet the Government re- 
quirements, If there were an American com- 
pany in existence no doubt they would be 
highly subsidized. The argument in favor of 
the American system does not apply at all.“ 

At the Cunard offices very similar reasons 
were urged against the Government schemes. 
Said one of the leading officials of the compa- 
ny: » Tes, it is the old dispute revived. The 
Umbria and Etruria in the winter months can 
make the passage in something like five days 
from Queenstown. It is true that the Cunard 
takes only consignee letters now. This is our 
intention. In our offer we simply mentioned 
this. ine Wednesday’s service would have 
allowed of replies to letters by the Saturday 
mail, and have given satisfaction to the com- 
mercial community. Our vessels will beat any 
afloat. No mew steamers ean be built under 
such circumstances.’’

JACKSON, Mich., Nov. 30.—(Spemal. |— Mrs. 
John d. Burnetwe has been brought here 
from Clyde, A., and jailed for alleged 
bigamy, on complaint of her hus 
band, John ©. Burnette, who claims 
that bis wife, a year after their marriage, mar- 
ried Cariton V. Parks of Jackson. Several 
weeks ago the woman went to Ohio with a 
man named Cahoon, who was with ber at 
Clyde when she was arrested. She admits 
having also married George H. Troop, and 
claims that while living with Troop Parks 
boarded with them, and that one evening 
Troop said, “You and Charley have done 
sparking enough; now I'm done with you and 
you and Parks better get married.” Without 
any hesitation Mrs. Burnette took Parks for 
her husband. Burnette was very much 
affected by his wife’s conduct, and got a 
divorce from her. but later asked her 
to marry bim again, which she did. They 
quarreied, and last June the woman went to 
ber parents in a distant part of the township 
of York, where Burnette foliowed, and, when 
she refused to return witb bim, shot her twice 
and also shot her mother, who interfered with 
his murderous designs. He was arrested, but 
the two women's testimony cleared him. Mrs. 
Burnette claims that Burnette paid her and 
her father $500 each for clearing bim, and that 
Burnette is now after revenge in bringing up 
the Parks merriage against her. Parks bas 
since married Julia Reese, the young woman 
who slept in the Crouch house the night of the 
great murder there. The authorities say there 
are features in the case which will prove in- 
tensely sensational wuen brought out. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Iad., Nov. 29.—[Speclal. —In 
1879 a clever scheme to defraud insurance 
companies ot $50,000 was exposed in Evans- 
ville, the “dummy,” who had been dropped 
from an Ohio River steamer into a convenient 
barge, having blowed on the perpetrators.

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| AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


AWARD OF PERCENTAGES IN THE 
OMAHA AND PAPILLON POOLS. 


Commissioner Faithorn’s Decision to Be 
Probably Appealed From by the Wa- 
bash, Whose Percentage Is Cut Down— 
It May Also Possibly Withdraw Alto- 
gether—Passenger Arbitration of the 
Central Traffic Association—Cutting Ohio 
River Passenger Rates. 

The General Managers of the roads in the 
Western Traffic Association failed to agree 
upon percentages for the Omaha, Council 
Bluffs, and Papillon local pooi and the Range 
Cattle pool at the time the new association 
was formed. Therefore, in accordance with 
the terms of the agreement, Commissioner 
Faithorn was instructed to fix percentages for 
those pools. Mr. Faithorn has had the argu- 
ments and statistics of the various roads under 
advisement ever since, and yesterday be sub- 
mitted his award to the managers of the vari- 
ous roads. 

The percentages for the roads in the Omaha, 
Council Bluffs, and Papillon local pool are as 
foliows:

As will be seen the Wabash is the only road 
whose percentage has been cut down and there 
is every prospevt that this company will appeal 
from the Commissioner's decision. It is pro- 
vided that in case any road is dissatisfied with 
the award of the Commissioner it may appeal 
therefrom, when another arbitration shall be 
had—the Commissioner to appoint one arbitra- 
tor, the appealing road another, and these two 
to appoint a third one—the decision of this 
Board of Arbitration to be final. Should the 
award of this board be again unsatisfactory 
the Wabash will nave no other alterhative 
than to submit gracefully or break the 
agreement and withdraw from the association. 
As the Wabash bas fared worse than it ex- 
pected in the tripartite arbitration, and all 
other awards cut down its Omaha and Council 
Bluffs percentages, there is every indication 
that it will take the latter alternative and with- 
draw altogether from the Western Freight As- 
sociauon and make an independent fight. 

Commissioner Faithorn’s award for the 
roads in the range-cattie pools is as follows: 
Burlington, 25 per cent; R. Paul, 20 per cent; 
Northwestern, 29 per cent; Rock Island, 
20 per cent; and Wabash, 6 per cent, 
These percentages cannot well be com- 
pared with those formerly in effect, as the new 
pool is differentiy organized and covers differ- 
ent territory. Under the old arrangement the 
Northwestern had about 60 per cent of that 
traffic, but under that arrangement the busi- 
ness from its Fremont. Eikhorn & Missouri 
Valley extension was all inciuded. Under the 
new arrangement the business from that line 
east ot Dougiass (Fort Fetterman) is excluded, 
and only that from points west of Dougiass 
goes into the pool. It is quite likely that an 
appeal from this award wilt also be made. 


Passenger Arbitrator of the Central Traffic

The only name prominentiy mentioned for 
this important position is that Mr. W. P. 
Jonnson, General Passenger Agent of the 
Lake Spore & Michigan Southern Railway. 
Mr. Jobnson is one of the oldest and most ex- 
perienced passenger men in the country, and 
is in every way weil qualified for the duties of 
the position. Mr. Jonnson is not a candidate 
for the office, but itt is claimed that if it is of- 
fered him be will accept it. 


Cutting Ohio River Passenger Rates. 

Ohio River pool affairs, especially those con- 
cerning the passenger traffic, are running no 
smoother than the affairs ot other pools. For 
some time past reports have been current that 
passenger rates between Chicago and Ohio 
River points were being dadly cut dy some of 
the lines, and the Commissioner was requested 
to muke an investigation. He sent some of bis 
men to call at the various scalping vffices and 
see if they could procure tickets over any of the 
pool lines at cut rates. They found tickets at cut 
rates in large numbers over nearly all the lines 
inthe pool. The Commissioner was very mad 
when he learned the true state of affairs, ana 
be swore an oath that every guilty company 
should be fined $50 for each offense. Yester- 
day a weeting was held to consider 
that matter, and there was 1 
lively time. Charges and countercharges 
were made, but each road insisted thar it nad 
been honest, and none of them could see how 
their tickets came into the hands of scalpers. 
After ail had given full vent to their feelings 
it was resolved to leave all charges in the 
bands of the Commissioner, and if he finds 
them true to enforce the penalties as be may 
see fit. A resolution was also passed that all 
tickets found in the markets at out rates 
should be redeemed by the lines wien issued 
them at full tariff rates. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the association has been called to be beld in 
this city Dec. 14, 1886, to provide measures by 
which rate-cutting can be prevented in the 
future. 


Northwestern Roads. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Nov. 80,—[Spectal.|— 
Charges of rate-cutting have been preferred 
against the Wisconsin Central and Minnesota 
& Northwestern. The Central was charged 
with selling tickets for Chicago to a party of 
eleven trom the Dime Museum at $6.58 each— 
a cut of 48 cents on each ticket. The Minne- 
sota & Northwestern is charged with cutting 
the New York and Boston second-class rate 
$1.50 and $2, respectively. The latter tickets 
were said to have been sold over a very round- 
about route—viz.: Via the Minnesota & Nortb- 
western, Central Iowa, Indiana, Biocomingtom 
& Western, New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio, 
and Erie. The effect of this alleged cutting is 
very likely to lead to the immediate organiza- 
tion of a pool or the formation of some sort of 
an association which will bave for its object a 
strict maintenance of rules. ¥ 


Bonus for a Michigan Road. 
Derroit, Mich., Nov. 30,—[Speciai.]— The 
promoters of the Lake Shore, Essex & Detroit 
River Company have begun a vigorous canvass 
of the farmers along the line with a view of 
getting bonuses. The Government last year 
granted a subsidy of $3,200 a mile on condi- 
tion that the road should be commenced witb- 
ia two years. After gottimg this grant an 
effort was made to secure a bonus of $4,000 a 
mile from the different townsbips and munici- 
palities through which the road would pass, 
but the effort was not attended with much 
success. The offer which the company is now 
making to the townships is to build the line on 
getting a guarantee of $2,000 a mile, and not 

to ask a dollar until the rails are laid.

should never be displayed unless a ves- 
sel is in actual peril, is frequently 
homted under the slightest provocation. At 
least a score of vessels have arrived off Chi- 
cago during the present season with an m- 
verted flag fiying at baif-mast, and not one of 
the vessels was in distress. The signal, how- 
ever, compelled the life-saving crew to launch 
their boat and pull out to the vessel, and nine 
times out of ten they found that nothing more 
was wanted thanatug totow the vessel in.

COLVIN’S $1,000-LICENSE ORDINANCE. 

At the meeting of the Council Monday 
evening Ald, Colyin, the Democratic Alder- 
man from the Sixteenth Ward, supported by 
Cullerton of the Sixth and Hildreth of the 
Seventh—all holdover members—introduced 
an ordinance proyiding for an increase of the 
liquor license trom $500 to $1,000 on each 
saloon, being the same as the tax in Joliet. 
This action of the North Side Alderman— 
one of the dig four —ereated some sur- 
prise for the moment. He is a Democrat, 
the ward he represents is largely German, 
and he is nota Puritan in any sense of the 
word. But he must have been sincere ig his 
action. In urging the adoption of the ordi- 
nance he said that his main object was to in- 
crease the city revenue and to improve the 
character of the saloons. The Alderman, 
when he speaks about the saloon business, 
thoroughly understands the subject under 
discussion. Coming from a Republican Al- 
derman it would be denounced as a quasi- 
prohibitory measute—as the onteome of 
fanaticism. Coming from Ald. Colvin, the 
particular Aldermanic friend of the Demo- 
cratic Mayor of Chicago, it cannot be possi- 
bly described as anything but a tariff for rev- 
enue only to furnish the City Government 
with more income for public improvements. 

Moreover, there is Democratic precedent 
for its adoption. The City of Joliet, in this 
State, which has an overwhelming Demo- 
cratic majority, adopted the $1,000 license 
four years ago and has continued it ever 
since. The Democratic Mayor of that town 
has been elected on the $1,000-license issue 
by increased majoritias every year. The tax 
has worked very eee and admira- 
biy. The revenue of Joliet has been in- 
creased from $7,500 to nearly $60,000, Crime 
has been diminished, the character of the 
saloons has been improved, nearly 100 of 
the worst ones have been wiped out, and 
those remaining in the business are better off 
than before by reason of the reduction of 
competition. On the other hand, the drink- 
ers like the law because it yields their city a 
large revenue without increasing the cost of 
liquor to them, and at the same time has, by 
weeding out the disreputable doggeries, im- 
proved the character of the survivors. Henee 
all the respectable people of Joliet, irrespect- 
ive of party, insist on maintaining the $1,000 
license, as it works so well. 

The example of Democratic Joliet has not 
been lost on such Democratic Aldermen as 
Colvin. He believes that with a $1,000 
license the revenue of the city will be in- 
creased over a million, that 600 or 800 of the 
toughest of the saloons will drop out of the 
business, that the character of those that 
continue will be greatly improved, and that 


the peace and morals of the city will be ben- | 


efited thereby. This was the line of his 
argument in the Council. 

The ordinance is not going ta be made a 
party question, but one purely of revenue, 
for if itisa partisan trick the Republican 
Aldermen will not be caught by it, and if it 
assumes a party form hereafter it will not 
pass. As has been already said, it was in- 
troduced by Ald. Colvin, a leading Democrat 
and son of the old Democratic Mayor, whose 
relations with Mayor Harrison are politically 
of the most intimate character, and there 
fore it is a reasonable presumption that the 
Mayor inspired the ordinance and will favor 
its enactment, in order to provide the City 
Treasury with additional and much-needed 
revenue for public works. The motion to 
suspend the rules in order to put the ordi- 
nance on its passage was supported by the 
leading Demoeratie members of the Uoun- 
cil—Cullerton, Hildreth, and Colvin. Only 
six Democratie Aldermen voted against it. 
Mayor Harrison, in an interview published 
in the junior Democratic organ, says: ‘I 
heard some time ago that the Democrats in- 
tended to raise the saloon license.” The 
ordinance, therefore, may be regarded as a 
revenue measure, backed by the Mayor, and 
will be supported on its merits alone, and 
partyism will be kept out of it. 


FUEL-FAMINE CONSPIRATORS. 

The fuel-famine conspirators are extending 
their field of operations so as to cause an arti- 
ficial searcity of bituminous as well as of 
anthracite coal, The coal-carrying roads are 
at the bottom of the attempt to put the screws 
on the people; they have advanced freight 
rates and called on the mine operators to 
restrict the output and push prices to the 
highest notch. The Pan-Handle, the Hock- 
ing Valley, the Wheeling & Lake Erie, and 
the Toledo & Ohio Central Roads are the 
chief conspirators in what is known as the 
“Ohio pool.” These roads have advanced 
freight rates on coal 25 per cent, and the 
program is to push up the price of soft coal 
30 cents a ton at once and add as much more 
by Jan. 1. Each road estimates for its own 
line the degree of scarcity that will produce 
the highest possible prices, and the mine 
operators are required to regulate the supply 
accordingly and fix the percentages of the 
allotment among themselves. The Eastern 
pool is composed of all the coal carriers 
reaching Buffalo, and it will follow the same 
plan as the Western conspiracy for causing a 
partial fuel famine and levying extortionate 
charges. itis thought possible that by Jan. 1 
soft coal may be adyanced even more than 
60 cents a ton. 

The Eastern conspiracy has its headquar- 
ters at Buffalo and the Western at Colum- 
bus, O. Will the Governors of Ohio and 
New York follow the example of the Execn- 
tive of Pennsylvania and proceed against 
these combinations for conspiracy? Both 
these States have laws for the punishment 
of workmen who conspire to boycott and 
perform acts in restraint of trade and inju- 
rious to the public welfare. Is there one 
rule for the ricli and another for the poor in 
those States? Can railroad Presidents and 
coal operators perform with impunity acts 
essentially the same as those which in the 
case of striking workmen are punished with 
fine and imprisonment? Let the Governors 
of Ohio and New York consider these ques- 
tions and see whether they cannot institute 
proceedings against the conspirators, as has 
been done in Pennsylvania against the an- 
thracite combination. Meantime, as Con- 
gress is about to meet, it can consider the 
folly of retaining the 75-cent duty on coal 


. 

and giving pooled conspirators a tariff · pro- 
tected monopoly of the home field with op- 
portunities to cause artificial scarcity and 
levy unnatural prices. 


LABOR AND LEGISLATION. 


ticket held a conference Monday night to 
consult about what course to pursue at Spring- 
field. Some of the measures to which they 
committed themselves deserve general sup- 
port, and it is only fair to say that none of 
them indicate a disposition to join the sand- 
baggers.” Their proceedings were marked 
by crudity, rather than by crankery or ras- 
cality, and if they show as legislators as 
much sense as they have shown as conferrees, 
they will deserve much credit, They are 
entitled to and will have public support in 
every attempt to improve the condition of 
wage-workers, provided only the blow struck 
does not leave a bigger wound than the one 
it seeks to cure, 
The subject of compulsory education was 
given special prominence, and it is proposed 


to introduce a bill providing for it, The 


fact is, that such a bill became a law in the 
summer of 188%. So far as concerns Chicago 


it has remained a dead letter. If it has done 


any good in the State at large the public has 
not been apprised of the fact, and a bill of 
particulars should be submitted by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. As matters 
now stand the act serves as a good example 
of paper reform. 

The conference strongly favored jury re- 
form, substantially as advocated by THE 
TRIBUNE, and making the term of County 
Commissioners only one year in duration, It 
would be a great advantage to be able to 
sweep out the old board at one election. The 
peculiar feature of the proposition considered 
favorably by these new-born legislators is 
cumulative voting in the election of the 
board. On general principles this policy is 
to be commended. It works well in cor- 
porate affairs and in the choice of legis- 
lators, but it is beset by special difficul- 
ties in this case—obstacles which the 
conferrees seem to have overlooked. The 
County Board consists of fifteen members, 
five of whom must be elected from the coun- 
try towns and ten from Chicago. The propo- 


sition is to divide the city into two districts, | 


giving the South and North Sides five Com- 
missioners and the West Side five, electing 
them all on the cumulative plan. This 
division is fair, so far as that goes; but the 
number five is not well adapted to the cumu- 
lative system. It admits of two and a half 
votes for two, five votes for one, and one 
vote for five; but for the majority party, or 
a party thinking itself in the majority, to 
cumulate its votes on three candidates it 
would be necessary for the Legislature to 
authorize a voter to cast one and two-thirds 
votes for each of three men, which is a some- 
what awkward fraction. Still it could be 
done if the people demanded it. In that 
case if the Republicans carried the country- 
town district and one of the two city dis- 
tricts they would have but eight of the fif- 
teen members, being a bare majority of one 
seat, no matter how large their popular 
majority in the county might be. If they 
carried all three of the districts they would 
have nine against six members, whereas 
with the county divided into three election 
districts, the party carrying two of them 
would have ten of the fifteen members, being 
a good working majority. This would cer- 
tainly be a simpler and more satisfactory 
method than by the fractional one-and-two- 
third-vote method, 


THe triple alliance of the New York Sun, 
New York World, and Louisville Cowrier- 
Journal, or, more strictly speaking, of Dana, 
Pulitzer, and Watterson, against the Presi- 
dent, is attracting considerable attention in 
the Democratic camp. The New York Star, 
edited by Mr. William Dorsheimer, the 
paper itself the inspired organ and its editor 
the personal friend of the President, has 
taken upon itseif to defend him against their 
criticisms and to explain the reasons for 
them. As to the Courter-Journal, it says 
that its hostility to Mr. Cleveland is due to 
the personal grievances of Watterson, and 
adds:

Hustle Them Out Next Spring. 

The committee representing the Commer- 
cial, Iroquois, Illinois, and other clubs, the 
Citizens’ Association, the Union League, and 
the United Labor party ought to set about 
drafting a bili for a radical reform of the 
decayed and rotten County Board without 
further delay, so that it may be pre- 
sented to the people and discussed, and 
the public opinion concerning the merits 
of the measure be formed. The Republican 
and United Labor members of the Legislature 
from Cook Couuty, comprising about three- 
fourths of the entire representation, will no 
doubt favor a measure such as has been out- 
lined, Even some of the Democratic members, 
lixe Capt. Farrell and Mr. Gleeson, would vote 
for such a measure, it is beileved. At any 
rate the Cook County delegation will de largely 
fora billof the kind. The country members 
will not opposs, as a matter of course, 

It would be well, too, that in drafting the bil! 
provision should be made for the letting of con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder after 
advertisement, and the opening of the bids in 
open board; that the County Clerk be vested 
with Controller's power over expenditures: 
that an annual budget which cannot be ex- 
ceeded, as in the case of the city, be estab- 
lished; and that the Chairman of the board 
shall be given the power of veto, in order to 
focalize responsibility. Early action by the 
committee already appointed to look after the 
matter is desirable. That the present board 
should be wiped out seems to be the general 
opinion. The few good men on it can be re- 
elected next spring under a new law. 

If the present system is continued the elec- 
tion of five Commissioners—to succeed Klehm, 
MoCarthy, MoClaughrey, Wren, and MacDon- 
ald—next fall will necessitate party conven- 
tions, a volitical canvass, a new registration, 
and all the trouble, cost. and turmoil of a 
State election contest. This can be avolded 
ty providing for the election in April. Then 
we will bave in Cook County November elec- 
none only in every other year, when Con- 
gresemen are elected. This is the case now in 
Seventy counties of the State which elect their 
‘County Boards (of Supervisors) at the seme 
time that village and city officers are chosen in 
April. By thus changing the time for electing 


the Cook County Board from November to

| April the county wil save at least $40,000 of 
election expenses, besides all the personal 
bother. Why should the boodiers pe kept in 
office from next Aprii until next November 
when it will necessitate a costly election that 
can 60 easily be avoided? 


Lack of Information. 
At the meeting of the Commerciai Club 3 
few days ago tae speakers deplored the lack of 
information among workingmec as to the re- 
lations between labor and capital. At the 
same time they lamented the abundance of 
misinformation scattered abroad by the Social- 
istic agitators and the Socialistic press. It 
may be observed in this connection that de- 
plorations and lamentations of this kind have 
very little practical effect. The evil exists and 
bas been forcibly pointed out. The Commer- 
cial Club men know all about it, But what 
remedy have they adopted to check its growth? 
In Great Britain employers devote more at- 
tention to this matter. They deck to scatter 
the fullest information on economic subjects 
among their employés. Leaflets are scattered 
among the wage-working people by the 
million dealing with facts ana incidents 
of labor and industrial progress or decadence, 
as the case may be. Those leaflets have a 
most important educational effect. Why do 
not our wealthy employers adopt à similar 
plan? American workingmen are as receptive 
and intelligent as British workingmen. Tho 
facts in relation to labor and employment in 
America are more convincing against tne 80- 
cialistic tendencies of the day than any that 
can be presented by English writers, Whr, 
then, do not the American empioyers utilize 
the abundant facts at their disposal? Ten 
thousand leafiets at Packingtown detailing the 
rate of wages at Omaha, Milwaukee, and Kau- 
sas City, and exposing the machinations of the 
Butlers, Scbiliings, Barrys, and Buck Me- 
Carthys, would have bad a very good influence 
during the recent strike. They would proba- 
bly have been as potent asa company of 
militiamen.

AN INTERVIEW WITH ROOSEVELT. 


An Analysis of the Vote for George—Social- 
ism in America. 

Loxpox. Nov. 20.—|Speciai Cable to the New 
York World, |—I calied on Mr. Theodore Roose- 
velt at his hotel this morning to ask him if he 
would give his views on certain phases of the 
recent Mayoralty contest in New York, in 
which be was so prominent a participant. 

In answer to the question whether he be- 
lieved at any time that Mr. George would be 
elected, he sad: No; 1 thought Mr. George 
would get from 60,000 to 70,000 votes. I never 
believed that he would be elected, but I knew 
that there was a strong movement for bim. 
The Only matter in which I was deceived was 
the composition of his vote. I thought that 
nine-tenths of it would come from the Demo 
crats, whereas only three-fourths, or, at the 
outside, four-fifths did. Iwas surprised that 
80 many Republicans wept to him.“ 

Do you think that his vote was ropresenta~- 
tive of Socialism in New Tork? 

“TIT donot. I draw a very wide distinction 
between the Socialist and the workingman. 
The great mass of the men who supported Mr. 
George were perfectiy honest. Indeed, I thiok 
tne George vote was a singularly conscientious 
one. Many of bis supporters came from te 
classes that usually make up the venal vote in 
New York City, but on this occasion they voted 
exactiy as they thought right. 1 think- them 
ut'erly mistakes and foolishin their views, 
t « the fact remains that they honestly looked 
ut Mr. weorge as the apostle of certain tneories 
of political economy which thousands of 
voters who bad read his books wanted to see 
practically demonstrated. They thought that 
the best way to do this was to elect him Mayor 
and see what he could do as a real reformer.”’ 

*Suppose he had been elected? 

“It would have resulted in the compiete 
smash up of his party, and would bave been a 
misfortune to himself. Having been support- 
ed both by a large class of honest workmg- 
men, who are as much attacbed to a stable 
order of things as anybody else, and also by 
the Socialists proper, whose mission is simply 
to pull down and destroy, there would have 
been an immediate conflict, and Mr. George 
would bave gone down between two factions 
of his own following.” 

ou do not think, therefore, that the 
George vote means a new party that is to 
have an important bearing in National poli- 
tics?” 

Na, nota new party, but, unfortunately, a 
new element to be bid for by the old parties. 
There was, as I bave gaia, no cohesiveness in 
the George following. It was an aggregation 
of people without settled principles, discipiine. 
or definit aim. It was largely a movement 
instigated by the class or caste feelings that 
exist in the Old Worid, and, therefore, it was 
distinetly un-American. Our country is 
pot a country of castes. The theory of 
our Constitution is that all men are to have an 
equal chance, as far as may be, in the struggle 
tor life, but you cannot by legislation make all 
men take equal advantage of their chances. 
According to our theory there are no distinc 
tions of race, creed, or condition. In the eye 
of the law each man has the right to pursue 
happiness in his own way, not wronging others 
nor being wronged by them, and neither belped 
nor hindered by the State. He must work out 
his own salvation for himse!f, and if be is a 
true American be will ask for nothing from 
the Government, except that it shall see that 
bis riguts are not interfered with. Class au- 
tagonisms are the most dangerous that can 
arise in a country. They mean, in the end, 
dissolution. There is po place in America for 
Socialism. Itis a despotism and quite as re- 
pugnant to our Constitution as would be the 
despotism of an cligatchy or of an autocrat. 
It belongs to a country Uke Russia, where the 
tyranny of the few creates what would be the 
tyranay of the many i! there were opportunity 
for it. The George vote was only a somewhat 
abnormal incident in the general labor demon- 
getrations that dave recently occurred all over 
the country.

Allen Hemingway. 

Allen Hemingway died Monday evening of 
paralysis at bis residence In Norwood Park at 
the ripe age of 78 years, He had been con- 
fined to his home for about three years, but 
suffered little pain from the maiady which 
resulted in bis death. Mr. Hemizneway was 
the firet to open a-wholesale clock store in 
Chieago, nis place of business, whieh was 
known as the Connecticut Clock Store, being 
situated on Dearborn street, near Madison. 
When the post-office was moved further south 
in 1854 Mr. Hemingway removed to No, 54 
South Clark street. Mr. Hemmgway, prior to 
bis arrival in Chicago, had been a successful 
merebant tor twent.-two years in Connecti 
cut. He was a man of strong Christian cbhar- 
acter, and for many years acted ag Superin- 
tendent of the Jefferson Congreganonal 
Church Sunday-school. He leaves a widow, 
three daughters, and two sons, of whom the 
eidest is A. T. Hemingway, Secretary of the 
Young Men's Christian Association.

It 1s 
owing to that that I pray you to let us live to- 
gether as man and wife in everything except the 
one to which I feel I can never return again, I 
ani most willing and anxious to take care of you 
as I have done hitherto, to look after your com- 
forts in avery way I can; but to go to the length 
of living with you as your wife in I can never 
consent. The disgust it would give rise to in me 
would most likely kill every ves of the love 
and affection I bear you. ese thoughts have 
weighed on my mind day and nig t for months 
till I can stand them no longer. Besides, now 
that you are M strong and convalescent 
enough to think of moving, it is only right 1 
should let you know what my resolution is. 

One word more: I think you will agree with 
me in thinking that this is best kept a purely pri- 
vate and personal affair. Bee knows about it, 
but no one else need ever know a word on this 
subject unless you wish it. It is solely on your 
account that I make this suggestion. I am not 
given to talking of my private affairs, but I feel 
in no sense ashamed of the feelings 1 have ex- 
pressed to you in this letter. They are only those 
that any pure-minded girl would feel who has 

one through such experience as mine in the 
fast eighteen months. It is only out of regard 
for your feelings that I suggest that this matter. 
once settied, should be buried between us and 
never alluded to again. Iam sorry that many of 
the things 1 have said had to be said so that there 
should be no ambiguity or doubt about my feel 
ings. Ia such a letter as this there is no help for 
it. Plain speaking is necessary to express so 
great a resolution as mine, It is the result of the 

ysical disgust and mental disillusion which I 
have been going through for so many months; but 
though my endurance in one respect has broken 
down my affection has not, and with that warm 
in heart and mind! sign myself, as I always have 
done, your ARAB.

THE QUEEN OF CARIBOU. 


‘MYSTERY OF THE MINING DAYS OF 


BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


An Ex-San Francisco Banker's Grandson 
Heir to a Great Estate in England—Ro- 
mantic Story of Sir Charles Heath of 
Heathdale—His Courtship of the Un- 


known Caribou Queen—Disappearance of 
the Heir. 


Victoria (B. C.) Colonist: Among the large 
estates in chancery there ig one likely to be 
withdrawn this year under very romantic cir- 
cumstances, which has stood for twenty years 
with no heir apparent. It is located in Hamp- 
shire, near the beautiful village of Hursley, 
about seven miles north of Southhampton. 
Hursley is a quiet, Shady nook, with broad 
avenues lined with great elms that intermingle 
their gnaried limbs in a natural archway of

To those who visited Caribou in early days 
the exciting times are yet pictured in their 
memory, and there are people in British Co- 
lumbia today who, no doubt, remember the 
genial Charlie Heath, who came to Caribou, 
and, catching the gold fever, staked out his 
claim and worked as hard as his partners in 
their endeavor to wrest from tbe gravel its 
hidden treasure. It was not customary in 
those days to inquire into a man's antece- 
dents: in fact, there was no time for such 
trifles; that he was there and treated his fel- 
lows well was a sufficient guarantee, and no- 
where in the world was the equality of human 
rights more effectively observed than in this 
same mining camp. 

About two months after young Heath's ad- 
vent in Caribou there came a stranger, accom- 
panied by his daughter, then a girl of 16 years. 
Notbing was known of them, and very teu 
concerned themselves relative to their affairs 
other than a casual glance at the girl, who was 
surprisingly beautiful. The newoomer built a 
oabin, staked off a clare and silently took up 
his routine work with the rest, deceiving deeper 
and deeper into bis drift, with what 
success only himself koew. The young 
girl was seldom observed in camp.

As if divining bis thouguts young Heath 
deliberately asked for the daughter in mar- 
riage, at the same time explaining nis position 
in the world and revealing bis identity, Cari- 
bou smiled sarcastically as he listened to the 
eloquent appeai, and mouonea for a pencil 
and paper, upon which he wrote: ** Virgie, tell 
aim all, and if ne then desires to Make you bis 
wite marry him.“ After the old gentleman's 
demise. he was quietly buried, and Heath was 
left alone with the Caribou Queen. One 
pleasant night she told bim the bistory of her 
father’s lite, the details of whict are irrelevant 
to this narrative, and are bestunrelated. Suf- 
fice it to say, however, that old Caribou was an 
ex-bauk President of San Francisco, who bad 
become invoived in mining stock speculation, 
and was obliged vo flee the codniry.

BANKRUPT FRANCE. 


Pliaunging Deeper andi Deeper in Debt 
Annual Deticits. 

Panis, Nov. 19.—Arn ex-Deputy to the 
French Chamber bas aired his views of the 
French financial situation in the columns ot 
the Temps. M. Henri Germain is a: died-in- 
the-wool Republican; the Yemps is not only 
the most rationaily Republean, but also the 
very best of all French newspapers, and, con- 
sequentiy, what is publisbed by one and said 
by the other is not open to doudt in the mat- 
ter of motives. Both seek tne triumph of 


Mepubdlicaniem, but velther is dlind to the 
danger$é which the existing régime is 
threatened by, and which must strike 


casual observer as serious, 
M. Henri Germain examines the admin- 
istration of the res republica since the 
let of January, 1874, a date in no way arbitrary, 
as in that year France, freed from invasion 
and no longer forced to resort to special taxa- 
tion, could devote all her resources to domes- 
e developuient. M. H. Germain estimates 
that out ot the ten millious of French elec- 
tors not more than ten individuais know ex- 
actly bow much the State borrows every year, 
and not more than 100 whether the National 
Treasury is or ie not in deficit at the end of 
every twelvemontd.“ And to show bow mat- 
ters really stand be gives tables where receipts 
and expenditures are compared, from which it 
appears thatthe deficit, which was of 3,000,- 
000 francs in 1874 and null in 1875, was of 88.

1577, $85,500,000 in 1878, 384.000.

28 and, so far as can now be calculated, will

000 in 1887. During this period and up to the 
Bist of December, 1885, 4,800,000,000 frands 
have been borrowed, and these, added to the 
probable deficits of 1886 and 1887, a deduction 
being made of the value of the Government 
railways, we find a difference, to the bad, of 
6,000,000,000 (one and a quarter billions of doi- 
lars), or. in other words, the era of une am- 
pled prosperity and peace has inoreased the 
national debt at the rate of 600,000,000 francs 
(170 millions of dollars) per aonum. From a 
financial standpoint the Freneh Republican 
régime has cost the countfy considerably more 
than did the peace purchased from Germanys. 
But the existing taxes are insufficient to 
meet thé expenses which are foreseen, and 
for that reason 60,000,000 francs of new taxes 
are to be created, and here itis that che Com- 
mittee on the Budget disagree. Both admit 
this pecessity, but they cannot decide as to 
what they ought to be; M. Wilson wants a 
revenue tax which will produce 15,000,000 ia 
1887, and a great deal more in the future; the 
Minister of Finance is afraid that the income 
tax may be the feather which will break the 
suffering camei’s back, and thougn admitting 
it in principle would like the postponement 
yet a little longer of its application; but. as 
the majority in the Chamber bas no income to 
be taxed, the bill will probably pass. Then 
there is another invention of the great Daniel, 
the surcharge on inheritances, which was 
voted by the committee, without debate or ex- 


amination, simply because no other means 
could be devised for finding the 
other 40.000, 000 francs nocessary to 


establish an apparent equilibrium, As it is, 
this tax is enormous, and for the last ten 
years some reform bas been demanded in one 
of the most onerous burdens under which 
landowners suffer. The “duties on succas- 
sions’’ are calculated, without any deduction 
for the debts of an estate, in the estimate 
made of its value. With a proposed surcbarge 
a brother will pay 17 per cent on the gross 
value of his inheritance; a person not belong- 
ing to the family 25 per cent. In the first caée, 
on a property valued at 100,000 francs, the 
State will levy 17,000 francs; in the second 
25,000 france. It is the confiscation of the 
property of the individual by che State oper- 
ated indirectly. French finanods, gince they 
have been administered by the Republicans, 
have fallen into a deplorable condition of die- 
order, and if the national credit still remains 
tolerably good it cannot long survive the in- 
novations recommended by this Budget Com- 
mittee, whieh merits the appellation of Com- 
mittee of Incohserents.

A CHARLATAN EXPLORER 


And a Brazen Plagiarist Exposed and An- 
nihilated, 

New York Sun: A friend of Capt, Willard 
Glazier asks the Sun, in the name of right, 
justice, and fair play, to print a letter reply- 
ing to its article on Glazier’s exploded preten- 
sions to be the discoverer of the true source 
ot the Mississippi aud of the lake which be 
named after himself. “I know him.” be 
writes, to be a simple-minded, truthful, up- 
right, and honorable Uhion veteran, and one 
who has always bad a useful aim in life, a 
searcher after knowledge and unsparing of his 
means—which are ample—where a useful or 
practioal object was to be attained.”

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MODERN RED AMAZONS. 
A PECULIAR SETTLEMENT ON THE NEZ 
PEROES RESERVATION. 


Women Who Conduct All the Affairs of 
Ordinary Life—Expert Riders and Dar- 
jeg Morse-Trainers — Wonderful Feats 
with the Lariat—Iudian Maidens Who 
Hunt the Elk and the Bear—They Are 
Also Sharp in a Horse Trade. 

Lewiston (Idabo) Letter in San Francisco 
Cal; A ſew days since I accepted an invita- 
tion from an official to aceompany him on a 
business trip to one of the most peculiar set- 
tiements on the Nez Perces Indian Reserva- 


tion. The undertaking necessitated a horse- | 


back ride of thirty miles; but when told that 
the vicinage to be visited was that notorious 
one managed almost exciusively by the 
squaws, I besitated no longer. The ground 
was white with frost and the east wiad was 
sharp enough to make our noses red, as the 
malioping ponies hurried us along tne road bo- 


tore the sun appeared above the gray, grass 
covered hills that formed the near horizon. 
Five miles of up-grade and we were 
in the sunshine. Though late in Octo- 
ber, the glow of tne new day came over 
us like a delicious bath. The wild prairie, 
rising and falling in littie billocks, extended 
before us for a distance of fifteen miles, each 
wave-like swell rising above the other, up to 
the biue-timbered mountains that inclosed the 
landscape like a frame for the picture. All 
this area ig rich ana the native grasses grow 
with luxuriousness. No oultivated meadow is 
more fertile than the virgin soil of this elevated 
plateau. unfenced, unowned as it is, and yet 
those ou whom it is entailed are Government 
pensioners. We came to tne brow of a hill. 
Down, down below, 2,000 feet, were Lapwal 
Creek and the beautiful valley. We sad 
looked across the cafion when we scanned the 
vast expanse and observed no break in the un- 
Gulating surface. This was the former home 
of Chief Joseph's braves and is the present 
home of the reminant of that brauch of the 
fierce tribe. 

The Valley of Lapwai is a Veritable modern 
Eden. Though 500 miles from the Pacific 
Ocean, it is only 920 above the level of the sea. 
The thermometer seldom registers as low as 
zero. The bigh walle protect the valley from 
wind-storms, and the snowfall is very light. 
The soil is a rich sandy loam, but, contrary to 
the usual order of things, it is dry and requires 
irrigation, while the high tableland on either 
side is moist from natural sources. The creek 
in October is ouly a succession of pearly rip- 
pies and clear, shady pools, that make one 
look for and expect to sea the fiasning 
sides of the speckled trout. It af- 
fords the water supply for the small farms, 
and little ditehes run tbrougb every field. 
Rude fences of logs, sticks, and stones encircle 
nearly all the rich bottom land. Cross-fences 
divide the whole into as many fields as there 
are family divisions of the tribe, and a group 
of wickiups, tents, or old @ingy cabins on some 
sunny slope near the running water afford 
shelter for a numerous progeny of dusky 
louogers on each subdivision. A picture of 
one of these holdings will apply toevery otber 
one. The same tumbied-down fences, for- 
saken looking, unpainted old buildings, haif- 
buried in rank weeds; a half-dozen squaws of 
all ages, sitting in the tashion of the Turk on 
the sandy ground in the sun. 

There is somothing noble about the indian 
before be is degenerated by contact with the 
white man. His bricht eye. bis erect form, 
his muscular development, and his powers of 
endurance were distinctive features of his 
race before the inroads of civilizadon blighted 
hie verg vitality. As we rode quietly past 
these simple nomes two young squaws rode 
past us. Their guadiiy caparisoned horses 
were rearing and plunging, while they laughed 
and chatted, seemingly unconcerned. They 
filled my ideal of what a Pocabontes might 
have looked. On the other hand, re is no 
specimen of failen bumanity more abject than 
the Indian woo has given up the chase of the 
plains for the ways of civilizatiios. We met 
them on the road to the city, at work at family 
washing, or other odd jobs, for scanty wages, 
which taney would spend for driak if possible. 
Their clothmg was filthy rags, and their every 
feature Au expression ot misery., as (hey jogged 
along bestride their miserable ponies. 

There are comparatively few of these out- 
casts connected with the Nez Perces tribe. They 
have been associated with the whites for fifty 
years, but have not succumbed to vices, as is 
usually the custom when the races intermin- 
gie. The richoess of the country selected as 
their home, the best preserves of game in me 
mountains near bs, and the fish in the streams 
bave suppliedetme wants of nature 60 fully 
that they have been independent. Joseph's 
braves were bred amid their surroundings. 
Their cunning, their prowess, their powers of 
endurance surprised the world at large and ter- 
rorized Idabo. 

We saw women of all ages everywhere. 
They workea in the fields, carried wood 
from the grove br the creck on their broad 
backs for winter use, and packed the wheat 
to mill on the overburdened ponies. Nearly 
all the young men became entangied in the 
complications that led to thé war of 1877, and 
either fell in battle, were banisbed with their 
Chief, or scattered among sy mpatbizing tribes 
on both sides of the Rocky Mountains to avoid 
prosecution by the civil authorities, The fe- 
males shoot thé bear and the elk, berd and 
brand the stock. and attend to all the business 
of the household. Their cattie and borses, of 
which some families own large numbers, run 
wild On the ranges, and the calves are caught 
and branded oy means of the lasso, and are 
not corralled. Their haunts are far back from 
the settlements on the broad plateau where 
both horses and cattle live undisturbed and die 
of ola age. Wild horses in large numbers 
without brands or owners roam that boundiess 
ex panse, 

A cloud of white dust extending from the 
rim of the high mountain on the east of us 
far down toward the level fairly darkened the 
sun. A rumbling sound was heard, the earth 
seemed to tremble. and then 500 puffing, pant- 
ing horses came running at furious speed 
down the steep slope. When they reached the 
level they began to ead out in all direc- 
tions. A young Nee, mounted on a 
foaming, reurmg borse, was siinging the 
white froth as hetossed bis head, came dash- 
ing out of the blinde dust around the surg- 
ing mass, and turned toward the open corral 
by gracefully throwing Out the coils of a long 
riate. The borses once in the corral were quiet 
but crowded together, and each tried to hide 
hig bead behind his companions. They were 
driven in for sale. Drovers were discussing 
prices and qualities with the aid ot an inter- 
preter with thrés sisters. They were the sole 
owners of the berd, and my escort informed 
me that this family had sold over $15,000 worth 
of stock within five years. A dispute arose 
about the age of a mare while we were look- 
ing on. One of the robust sisters stepped 
forward and letting ber blanket fall from her 
shoulders, and being in a doubie fold from ber 
belt, picked up a riata, cut the animal off from 
the crowd, and lassoed ber by both fore teet. 
tbrowing her flat on the ground. The frighbt- 
ened beast etrugeied bard to gain her feet, 
but by Gexterous manipulations of the rope 
the feminine vaquero kept ber on her side till 
ber teeth were examined and the dispute set- 
tled. 

Tne borses that are accustomed to being 
corratled are not considered wild, although 
they can be controlled oaly by those who are 
familiar with their ways. As we passed over 
a high divide beyond the settlement we saw 
aome real wild ones. Whe first observed they 
were coming toward us in a steady, swinging 
galion, following the leader in s narrow trail. 
They wers all of spotiess white, and each loug 
tall floated on the wind like the train that tol- 
lows a comet. We dismounted to await their 
approach. They came within twency rode of 
us. Suddenly they halted and the watchful 
stallion in his office as guardian raised his bead 
high and sorted loudly. so that the sbrili 
whistle startied our gentle nass; four- 
teen horses formed breast to breast 
like a column of soldiers before us, their 
long weaving manes and tails imparting a weird 
look. Ther stepped cautiously forward ia 
line, raising and lowering their beads, and then 
wheeled as if to run away, but returned again. 
But soon taney were bounding off ie as many 
deer. As far as we could see them they kept 
up their gracetul, easy tan in the narrow 
wigding trail, always led by the same fantom- 
like jan. There is something about the 
wiid tnat »mpresses one with bis 
eur. I have scen an antelope in a nervous 
flight, the deer in bis headlong baste, the but 
falo with his irresistible fury, and the elk wita 
bis wide antlers as he crashed through the 
woods; but the wildest and grandest scene of 
all is the flight of the Wild dorse. He can im- 
press one with his widness more thoroughly 
than any other animal.

THE COURTS OF OF RECORD. 


Judge Tuley’s Plain Talk Talk to Lawyer E. G. 
Asay. 

Judge Tuley yesterday decided the case of 
Parris, Allen & Co. against R. G. Asay, a well 
known lawyer, to compel him to account for 
about $20,000. They charged tuat in March, 
1874, Gage & Rice, the managers of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, being financially involvedto a 
very large amount, and owing complainants 
$34,341, conveyed all their property of every 
description, including their interest in the 
hotel, to Asay in trust to sell the same and 
divide the proceeds among the creditors. That 


he has never accounted for any of the prop- 
erty, but sold it, and put the proceeds in with 
his own private funds. The complainants 
claim be must Bave realized at ieast $25,000, 
and want him compelled to divide it am the 


creditors of Gage & Rice. Asay ola; be 


bad paid $100,000 or $150.000 to various 
creditors, had taken $8,000 for previous legal 
services, and bad paid one dividend, but till 
bad oa hand about $1,500. 

The Judge said the evidence showed Asay 
kept no books of account, separate bank book, 
or vouchers, and that he had mixed up the 
trust. funds with bis own. It was impossible 
to conceive of a more confused, loose, and ia- 
different account than bis statement of the 
trust aff A trustee was bound to keep 
full and accounts, and, falling to do so, 
all presumpuons were to be taken against him. 
He had admitted having received $24,000, ana 
in the Jobo A. Rice bankruptcy case reported 
he had $19,366 on band after deducting trustee’s 
fees and costs. That amount would therefore 
be taken as the basis of the decree against 
him, Astothe amount of the claims 8 
the estate of Gage 4 Kice, 
had once claimed they were $602,000; at 
another time, in his answer to a creditor's bill, 
had admitted they were only $430,000. From 
other evidence the latter fgures appeared to 
be the true ones and would be accepted as 
such. Asay claimed to have paid $100,000 or 
$150,000 to certain creditors but failed to pro- 
duce apy youcters, nor could he show any for 
the dividend he said be bad paid. Nor was there 
any testimony that be bad paid any dividend, 
A trustee who ‘ailed to seep full and accurate 
books of account, and who mixed up his own 
moneys witb his trust fuods, showed such gross 
neeligence that be should be compelied to pay 
interest on the trust funds, at least from tne 
time that be appropriated them. The com- 
plalnants were therefore entitled to a decree. 
fora pro rata of the amount of their claim, 
on the above estimates, with luterest from 
1877.
